Maurice J. Farrls, Ir., of Dan- 
ville, passed thru Stinford late 
last week en niate to ^ London 
where he went in an effort to buy 
some mules for the English army 
He was unable to secure any, 
bow9ver. onsooonntof the light- 
ness of the oMMintnin hjbrid. The 
specifications of the contractors 
who are buying for foreign gov- 
ernments calls for animals which 
weighed St least l.ooo ponods. 
Out of atxiut 200 mules which 
were inspected and weighed by 
Mr. P'arris at London last Satur- 
day, only abont six cssie up to the 
required weight, sad the owners 
of these would consider no price 
short ot about $200. each for them 
which is so m ucb in excess oi the 
amooat whieli the bnyers can af- 
ford to pay for asles, that they 
could not be considered. Mr. 
Farris says that he found a fine 
lot of light, wiry males on hand 
but was unable to hoadlsttMm. 

Mr. Farris and B. G. Fox, of 
Danville, are commissioned to buy 
mules in this part of Kentucky 
forGA W#iRhc ot Oolambia, 
Tenn., who is an i^Mtfbr Gnyn- 
ton & Herrington, a firm that 
handles slock all over the country 
and hss die sole contract to buy 
mole* sad hocaeoia Aawriea for 
the English and French Govern- 
ments. During the past few 
months, Messrs. Farris and Fox 
havttboaghtooaMtkiafflifce $2or 
000 worth of mules ia thie psrtol 
the country and have put the 
much needed money in circnlstion 
among the farmers.

RUSSIANS CLAIMING GAINS 



German Assaults All Along the Rus- 
sian Uiiaa Faroeiaus and Tanaeieua^ 

Is Admitted by the RMaalawa ~ Alaa 

Admit Some Losses. 

Paris, Feb. 3.— The official com- 
moulQaa states: - 

'•From the sea to the Lys the vrer- 
man artillery made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to.sllanea ours. In the sector 
of Arras there was cannonading all 
through the niirht of Feb. 1-2, but no 
infantry attack was delivered. Near 
Soissons we damaged several of tlie 
enemy's batteries, aad at 8t Pasd we 
repulsed aa-ijMaet kgr a smaQ body ot 
infantry." 

DispatdMs from BerHn qaote the 
Reichsan Zciger as publishing the foi 
lowing statement from the German ud 
miialty : 

•'England is about to ship to Prance 
a large nianber of troops and a great 
quantity of war material. We shall 
act against these transports with all 
the luilitary means ut our diaposal. 
Peaceful shipping is urge.iily warned 
against approaching the northwe.st 
coasts ot France, owing to the serious 
danger, as they may be eonfnsed with 
.ships serving warlike purposes Ships 
to North sea ports are rtconiniciideu 
to take the route north of Sc ot land." 

The recent assaults of the Ger^ 
man army are duu«et«rlied m 
the Russian official statement as "fe- 
rocious and distinguished by great 
tenacity" 011 the entire Russian front 
in a new drive toward Warsaw. 

The li^tlag r e a eh ed Ita fiercest 
along the whole line laat Saturday and 
is now continuing in the same pitch. 
The Russians admit that part of the 
assault on the Russian line, particu- 
larly in the highly important territory 
In the regiou of Sochaesew and Borjl- 
mow, on the road to Warsaw, haa l>een 
successful, and that the Germans 
drove them back to the second line ot 
trenches, but the Russians deprecate 
the value of a^r gains made by their 
enemy. 

On the other hand the Raaaiant 

claim gains on the lower Vistula, and 
say that they wore able to repulse at- 
tacks of ti.e fiercest nature at other 
pointa. 

Military readers of the communica- 
tion of the war office say that Ihey be- 
lieve that the Germans feel thut they 
have marked time lous euougu and 
that if Warsaw is to be won they m i.si 
arlve on with ^ their power, regard- 
leas «ir the cost.

Montreal, Feb. 8. — The Qermtn 

cret service oHicfr. Werner Van- 
Horne, wlio blew nj) the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad bridge at Vanceboro and 
braes of it. has projected aBfA«r un- 
pleasant International proUem into 
tbe somewhat tan 'led relations be- 
tween Great Hiituiu anad the United 
States. 

From a strictly military standpoint 
ttere wag- nothlnc to be gained. 

Neither troops nor supplies are being 
carried over this road through Maine. 
But the International possibilities are 
many. The bridge is jointly owned by 
an American and Canadian company, 
the Maine Central and Canadian Pa- 
cific. It haa one end In the states and 
one in Canada. 

Vanllorne, while careful to dynamite 
the Canadian end, was careful also to 
cross Into American territory after tbe 
ertane. He IVTlted instead of SToiding 
arrest, and when taken by the United 
t^tatos authoritifs not only admitted 
his jjiiilt, but HUpiilied evidence uf it in 
tite shape of blueprints and dynamite 
caps. 

The sltiiation thus created Is pecu- 
liar, lie claims hfs offense is n legiti- 
niato act ol war and imnishaljle only 
by the enemy as a political crime. If 
his contention to correct he cannot be 
extradited, nor ean lie be punished la

It Is 
piv'S'iiiifd the I'nlted i-tatC3 authori- 
tiPi would be comitelled to interne him 
on the ground that he had taken refuge 
in neutral territory la order to aaeave 
from the enemy. 



OHIO REACHES HIGH STAGE 



Pittsburg Is Threatened by 
From Three Rivers. 

St. Ix»nis. Feb. 3.— Pittsburg's three 
streams, the Allegheny, Monongabela 
and ine Ohio, the two former fed by 
the deluge from the itream heads and 
the latter by the first two streams, are 
f)n a rampape with their waters reach- 
lug a stage of nearly twenty-nine feet. 
The flood stage for ^e Pittsburg terri- 
tory is tw«ity-two feet The low- 
lying sections of tho aorth aide are 
under from two to four feet of water. 
U'hile much property damage is re- 
ported, there has been no !oss of life. 

Eastern Ohio rivera are also on a 
rampage, especially the Masklngnm, 
v. hich is over the banks In many local- 
Itio.s. .\o loss of life is yet reported.
